Di6 [noddy was established by Act of Con- 
gress In 1790, Louis Frederick DtJ.esder- 
n!e~ whs appointed Collector, and the bus- 
iness qf the office attended to nt his liousr, 
first al The Narrows where he then lived, 
and the place, Lederney'a Point, still rc- 
taiiis his Dame.
